“Know  as  much  or  more  about  a 
thing  than  anyone  else  and  you  will 
never  have  to  hunt  for  a  job,”  was  the 
conclusion  ho  drew  from  his  discussion 
of  preparation. 

“One  more  ‘G’  is  needed  in  addition 
to  tho  two  mentioned,  the  speaker  said 
in  making  his  final  point.  This  requis¬ 
ite,  Mr.  Pritchard  chose  to  call  “gump¬ 
tion” — a  Hoosier  term  for  commonsonse. 

When  1m  entered  college,  tho  lecturer 
rocollceted,  lie  had  thought  himself  ca¬ 
llable  of  learning  everything  found 
in  tho  curriculum.  He  was  informed  by 
tho  president  of  the  school  that  he 
couldn’t  learn  anything  without  com- 
monsonse. 

Dr.  Pritchard  ended  his  talk  with 
tho  simple  statement  that  “If  you  pos¬ 
sess  these  three,  grit,  grindstone,  and 
gumption,  you  are  most  fortunate  in¬ 
deed.” 


Can  Multiply  Long 
Problems  Mentally 

Martha  Pfeiffer  has  the  distinction 
of  having  completed  successfully  a  test 
which  Miss  Katherine  Eraiikon  has  boon 
giving  repeatedly  to  psychology  clussos 
for  tho  last  four  years,  without  over 
o'nco  having  had  a  student  complete  it. 

The  test  is  ono  in  uioutal  arithmetic. 
Tho  students  nro  givon  a  numbor  of  four 
digits  to  be  multiplied  by  auotlier  num¬ 
ber  of  four  digits,  tho  entire  process 
to  bo  douo  mentully.  The  problem  given 
in  the  class  Wednesday  inorniug  was 
that  of  multiplying  4973  by  0598, 

The  correct  answer  to  the  problem 
was  given  by  Martha  Pfeiffer.  Two  oth¬ 
er  members  of  the  class,  Grace  Westfall 
and  Esther  Waller,  completed  the  multi¬ 
plication,  but  did  not  get  correct  an¬ 
swers.

Tho  play,  “Cyrano  do  Borgerac, ”  has 
ns  its  lioro  Cyrano,  of  whom  his  friends 
say,  “Tho  most  exquisito  being  ho  is 
that  walks  beneath  tho  moon!”  Ros¬ 
tand,  through  ono  of  his  other  charac¬ 
ters,  describes  him:  “Hat  with  triple 
foathor,  doublet  with  twico-triplo  skirt, 
cloak  with  his  interminable  rnpior  lifts 
up  bohind,  with  pomp,  liko  tho  insolent 
tail  of  a  cock;  proudor  than  all  tho 
Artnbans  that  Gascony  over  brod,  ho 
goek  about  in  his  stiff  Punchinello  ruff, 
airing  u  nose.  ,  •.  .  Ah,  gentleman,  what 
a  noso  is  that!  Olio  cannot  Ipok  upon 
sucl^  a  specimen  of  the  nasigera  without 
exclaiming,  ‘No,  truly  tho  man  exagger¬ 
ates!’  .  ,  .  After  that,  ono  smiles,  ono 
says,  ‘llo  will  take  it  off.’  .  .  .  But 
Monsieur  do  llorgorac  novor  takes  it 
off  at  all.  .  .  .  lie  wears  it  always.  .  . 
and  cuts  down  whoovur- breathes  a  syll¬ 
able  in  comment.” 

Cyrano’s  noso  furnishes  plenty  of  fun. 
Thoro  is  humor  throughout  tho  play. 
But  thoro  is,  besides,  u  doop  seriousness. 
Cyrano  is  a  boro.  His  ehaructor  dovolr 
ops  as  tho  play  proceeds. 

Tho  play  centers  around  a  lovo  story. 
Cyrano  lovos  Roxano  but  thoro  nro  com¬ 
plications.  Mr.  Thompson  will  toll  the 
story  in  a  way  that  will  grip  tho  hearts 
of  his  hearers  if  ho  reads  this  play  as 
ho  read  “Disraeli,” 

That  lie  will  so  read  it,  that  ho  does 
road  it  so,  is  evidenced  by  this  pross 
eommout:  “Tho  Bpirit  of  Cyrano  do 
Bogrerae,  tho  iuiiuortul  Gascon,  poot, 
philosopher,  lover,  nud  swordsmun  ox- 
truordinary,  lived  vividly  in  his  uud- 
ienco  last  night.” 


Music  Students 
Continue  Work 
on  Grand  Opera 

Gounod’s  “Faust,”  Which  Is  To  Be 
Given  on  May  2,  Is  Triumph  in  His¬ 
tory  of  Grand  Opera. 


Preparations  are  going  forward  for 
the  production  of  the  second  grand 
opera  to  bo  given  by  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers  College  in  con¬ 
juncture  with  the  Festival  Opera  Com¬ 
pany,  of  Chicago.  Tho  opera  chosen  for 
this  year  is  “Faust,”  which  will  be 
produced  in  the  College  Auditorium  on 
the  evening  of  May  2. 

“Faust,”  brought  out  in  1859,  was 
one  of  Charles  Francois  Gounod’s  great¬ 
est  successes  and  one  of  the  outstanding 
triumphs  in  the  history  of  grand  opera. 
It  deals  with  the  first  part  of  Goethe’s 
tragedy.  Tho  Germans  sometimes  call  it 
!  ‘  Margaretha.  ” 

The  music  of  “Faust”  still  charms 
thousands  every  time  it  is  presented.  It 
has  a  beautiful  overture,  which  modern 
composers  would  do  wbll  to  equal.  The 
first  act  contains  charming  choruses. 
In  the  second  act,  Mephisto’s  “Golden 
Calf”  song,  tho  waltz,  and  tho  popular 
exorcism  of  tho  evil  spirit,  nro  all  very 
interesting.  Siegel’s  “Lc  Parlate 
d ’Amour, ”  “The  King  of  Thule,”  the 
“Jewel  Song,”  and  tho  lovo  duets  arc 
effective  parts  of  tho  garden  scene, 
which  was  held  to  bo  tho  weak  spot  of 
tho  work  befpre  Us  success  proved  tho 
falsity  of  this  assumption. 

Probably  the  best  k nown  chorus  is 
tho  “Soldiers’  Chorus,”,  which  is  used 
very  effectively  in  the  creation  of  real 
enthusiasm  in  the  production  of  tho 
opera.  The  Colloge  chorus  is  especially 
enthusiastic  in  the  singing  of  this  one 
great  chorus.  Tho  church  music  of  tho 
second  act  is  full  of  power  and  dignity. 
The  filial  act  is  -  short,  but  its  grand 
forms  nil  effective  vocal  climax. 

Faulkner,  states  that,  “It  was  not 
until  185!)  that  Gounod’s  reputation  was 
absolutely  established,  with  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  his  masterpiece,  ‘Faust.’  No 
later  work  by  this  composer  has  ever 
reached  tho  heights  of  dramatic  musical 
beauty  which  is  found  in  his  sotting  of 

Gooth’s  tragedy . No  work  of  tho 

nineteenth  century  French  school  is  so 
well  known  or  so  universally  popular 
as  is  ‘Faust’.” 

This  opera  is  brought  to  this  section 
of  Missouri  for  the  solo  purpose  of  mnk- 
ing  it  possible  for  tho  peoplo  of  this 
district  to  see  ono  of  tho  grout  musical 
dramas.  Much  money  has  been  spont 
and  will  bo  oxpended  in  tho  future,  on 
such  productions.  This  Collogo  is  a  state 
institution  and  its  purpose  is  to  lifing 
high  ideals  and  hotter  living  standards 
to  tho  people  whom  it  serves.  'Wlion 
May  2  appears  on  tho  calendar  tho 
State  Teachers’  Collogo  at  Maryvillo 
will  ho  sponsoring  a  grand  oporu  com¬ 
pletely  out  of  tho  class  of  anything 
over  prod  u  cod  in  this  sec  tion.

In  developing  his  choir,  Mr.  Kibal¬ 
chich  has  tukou  for  his  model  tho  sym¬ 
phony  orchestra  and  has  givon  ouch 
voice  in  his  choir"  tho  same  valuo  as 
ouch  instrument  lias  in  an  orchestra. 
Somoono  lias  said  in  commenting  upon 
tho  uchiovomont  of  this  Russian  direc¬ 
tor,  “Ilis  choir  is  mi  instrument  of 
orchestral  properties  upon  which  he 
plays  with  tho  Bkilt  of  a  great  eon 
duetor.  ”

Tax  Commission 
Sends  in  Report 
to  Legislature 

Recommends  That  Northwest  Missouri 
State  Teachers  OG/iege  Receive  $432,- 
000  for  Next  Biennium. 


The  question  of  appropriations  for 
tho  five  state  teachers’  colleges  for  tho 
.next  two  years  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Missouri  Legislature.  Tho  Tax  Com¬ 
mission  has  made  its  report,  recommend¬ 
ing  that  each  college  bo  given  certain 
definite  amounts  for  certain  definite 
things.  Just  what  action  tho  Legislature 
will  take  toward  its  recommendations  is 
at  this  time  merely  a  matter  of  conjec¬ 
ture. 

The  recommendations  for  total  appro¬ 
priations  for  Maryville  arc  for  $432,000. 
Warrensburg  is  rccommondcd  for  the 
siimc  figure;  Cape  Girardeau  for  $448,- 
000;  Kirksville  for  $402,000;  and  Spring- 
field,  leading  the  group  in  amount  rc- 
'com mended,  for  $517,000. 

For  salaries,  tho  Commission  recom¬ 
mends  $350,000  each  for  Maryville  mid 
Cape  Girardeau;  $300,000  oacli  for 
Kirksville  and  Warrensburg;  nud  $400,- 
000  for  Springfield. 

It  is  recommended  that  each  collogo 
receive  $5,000  for  summer  school;  $7,000 
for  student  labor;  $10,000  for  library; 
$10,000  for  supplies  and  equipment;  nnd 
$30,000  for  fuel,  light,  and  water. 

Springfield  is  recomniondod  for  $45,- 
000  to  complete  a  scionco  building; 
Kirksville  for  $30,000  for  a  power  plant; 
Cupo  Girnrdonu  for  $20,000  emergency 
repairs;  and  Maryvillo  and  Kirksvillo 
each  far  $10,000  for  alterations  in  the 
main  buildings.  Each  of  tho  colleges  ex¬ 
cept  Kirksville  is  recomniondod  for  $10,- 
000  for  repairs  and  improvements, 

Tho  alteration  suggested  in  tho  main 
building  at  Maryville  is  in  the  auditor¬ 
ium.  Tho  ucoustia  properties  of  tho 
auditorium  nro  bad  and  tho  exits  need 
attention.

Russian  Choir 
Will  Sing  Airs 
of  Native  Land 


Folk-songs,  Religious  Music,  Famous 
Old  Choral  Work?,  and  Light  Popu¬ 
lar  Classics  Will  Be  Used. 


Folk-songs  will  have  a  place  on  tho 
program  of  tho  Russian  Choir,  which 
is  to  sing  in  the  College  Auditorium  on 
the  evening  of  February  11.  Appearing 
as  the  singers  do  in  Russian  dresB,  they 
will  ndd  color  to  the  folk-songs  of  their 
native  land. 

A  folk-song  is  essentially  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  a  nation’s  soul.  It  is,  therefore, 
more  or  less  local  iii  appeal  and  seldom 
overflows  the  boundaries  of  the  land 
of  its  origin.  Sometimes  tho  melody  is 
appropriated  by  peoplo  of  other  lands, 
but  tho  song  in  its  entirety,  words,  mel¬ 
ody  nnd  structure,  remain  the  property 
of  its  people.  However,  there  have  been 
a  few  folk-songs  which  on  account  of 
their  particular  human  appeal  have  be¬ 
come  almost  international  in  scope. 

Homo,  Sweet  Homo”  is  such  a  song. 

Swancc  River,”  although  of  negro 
origin,  is  known  the  world  over.  And 
lately,  the  Russian  folk-song  known  as 
tho  “Volga  Boatman  Song,”  has  spread 
its  plaintive  melody  from  tho  Russian 
plains  and  tho  shores  of  tho  majestic 
Volga  over  tho  vales  and  dales  of  other 
lands.  The  chant  of  toiling  masses  pull¬ 
ing  barges  up  the  Volga  strikes  a  re¬ 
sponsive  chord  when  the  Russian  Choir 
sings  it  as  ono  number  on  the  program. 

There  was  a  time  when,  to  hertr  a 
concert  by  a  choir,  was  to  spend  an 
entire  evening  listening  to  church  mu¬ 
sic,  religious  chants  and  hymns,  anil 
the  classic  choral  works  of  Handel  and 
Bach.  While  this  music  is  majestic  and 
general  in  its  appeal,  still  it  made  the 
evening  somewhat  monotonous.  AVhen 
folk-songs  became  a  conspicuous  part 
of  such  choral  programs,  a  note  of  var¬ 
iety  and  popular  appeal  was  introduced 
into  concerts  by  choirs.  And  now  tho 
Russian  Symphonic  Choir,  under  Basile 
Kibalchich,  will  introduce  a  now  kind 
of  choral  music,  novor  heard  before  on 
such  programs.  In  addition  to  church 
music  and  folksongs,  this  choir  will 
offer  arrangements  of  popular  light 
classics,  originally  written  for  the  piano 
and  known  to  every  music  iovor.  Tlieso 
arrangements  have  been  mado  possible 
by  Mr,  Kibalchich’s  original  ideas  ap¬ 
plied  to  choral  singing  and  thus  for  tho 
first  time  a  Prcludo  by  Chopin  or  a 
Song  Without  Words  by  Schumann  will 
find  it  plnco  on  a  choral  program.

Mr.  Cooper,  with  Help  of  Class  In  Tests 
and  Measurements,  Examines  Work 
of  Consolidated  School. 


Mr.  Cooper,  accompanied  by  Moryle 
Shambergcr,  Thelma  Ilodgins,  Ruth  Jen¬ 
sen,  Paschal  Monk,  and  Morlc  Williams, 
members  of  tlio  class  in  educational 
tests  and  measurements,"  went  to  Hen¬ 
rietta,  Tuesday,  January  29,  to  do  some 
survey  work.  This  survey  is  under  the 
direction  of  the.  extension  department.! 
of  the  Colloge. 

The  survey  of  tho  Henrietta  consoli¬ 
dated  school  is  being  m.IRo  at  tho  re¬ 
quest  of  tho  bgnrd  of  education  of 
which  Marshall  Yettor  is  president,  and 
D.  M.  Feagans,  Superintendent  of  tho 
school.  Both  men  are  graduates  of  the 
State  Touchers  College. 

Tho  students  and  Air.  Cooper  met 
the  board  of  education  and  tlio  corps 
of  teachers  of  tho  school  district  Tues¬ 
day,  night  to  discuss  the  value  of  sucli 
a  survey  and  the  plans  for  carrying  out 
the  survey. 

Henrietta,  formerly  known  as  Lex¬ 
ington  Junction,  is  a  town  nbout  forty- 
five  miles  cast  of  Kansas  City  on  tho 
Alissouri  River.  It  is  in  Ray  County 
and  lies  botwocn  tho  town  of  Richmond 
uul  Lexington.  Tho  consolidated  school 
includes  a  first-class  high  school,  a 
gratlo  school,  and  a  grado  school  for 
colored  children,  all  in  town;  .and  two 
rural  schools.  Thero  is  a  total  enrollment 
of  200  pupils  including  fifty  high  school 
students. 

Tho  survey  includos  intolligonco  nnd 
achievement  tests.  It  shows  tho  ranking 
of  each  grado  as  compared  with  sub¬ 
jects  in  which  the  class  is  shown  to 
bo  weak.  It  shows  also  tlio  individual 
weaknoss  of  tho  pupils.  It  roflocts  tho 
ability  of  each  pupil  and  tlio  typo  of 
work  ho  is  doing  and  tho  kind  of  work 
ho  is  cnpablo  of  doing, 

Tho  motives  for  giving  tlieso  tosts 
aro: 

1 —  To  bettor  sorvo  tho  constituency 
nnd  tho  educators  of  tlio  Northwest 
Alissouri  district, 

2 —  To  givo  tho  educational  depart¬ 
ment  of  tho  Collogo  a  clianco  to  know 
tho  educational  conditions  existing  in 
different  districts  over  tho  stnto. 

3 —  To  givo  tho  Tosts  and  Alonsuro- 
monts  Class  tho  oxporionco  in  giving 
such  tests. 

Similar  tosts  woro  givon  last  yoar  ut 
Quitman  which  is  locutod  in  tlio  North¬ 
ern  part  of  tho  district.  Tlio  class  is 
testing  Ilonriotta  bocuuso  it  is  in  tho 
Southern  part  of  tho  district  nnd  it  will 
give  thorn  a  wider  field,  > 

Tho  tabulation  of  findings  will  bo 
roportoil  to  tho  Board  of  Education.

Great  in  China 
for  Past  Year 


Nationalists  Unite  Whole  Country  and 

Negotiate  to  Restore  Tariff  Auto¬ 
nomy  Signed  Away  Years  Ago. 

The  yenr  just  closed  was  one  of  re¬ 
markable  achievement  for  the  Chincso 
Government.  Tho  Nationalists  finally 
sueceeded  in  uniting  tho  whole  country 
jhst  before  tho  year  ended,  General 
Hsuch-liang  of  Manchuria  having  hoist¬ 
ed  tho  Nationalist  flag  on  Dcccmbor 
29.  Ho  had  been  deterred  from  doing 
this  earlier  in  the  year  by  tho  advice  of 
the  .Tapaneso  Government. 

Moro  significant  than  this  is  the  fact 
that  during  1928  China  negotiated  ton 
treaties  with  foreign  powers  restoring 
to  her  tho  tariff  autonomy  which  she 
signed  away  eighty-five  years  ago.  Hour 
of  these  treaties  provide  also  for  tho 
relinquishment  of  extraterritoriality  on 
January  1,  1930.  The  Chinese  liavo  an¬ 
nounced  that  they  intend  to  oxoreiso 
their  rights  to  determine  their  own 
tariffs  on  February  1.  Japan  has  not 
yet  agreed  to  this,  and  the  negotiation 
of  a  treaty  is  complicated  by  tho  fact 
that  China  refuses  to  parley  with  Japan 
until  tho  Japanese  troops  are  withdrawn 
from  Shantung. 

Fear  that  a  now  Anglo- Japanese  un¬ 
derstanding  had  been  reached  unfavor¬ 
able  to  China  was  dissipated  on  Decem¬ 
ber  20  when,  following  the  signing  of 
a  new  treaty  the  day  before,  tho  British 
Minister  presented  his  credentials  at 
Nanking  and  the  British  cruiser  Suffolk 
fired  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns,  the 
first  salute  given  the  new  government 
by  a  foreign  power. 

Tho  first  task  to  which  tho  Nanking 
Government  has  addresssed  itself  since 
New  Year  is  the  disbanding  of  surplus 
troops.  There  arc  about  1,500,000  sol¬ 
diers  in  the  various  armies  now,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  reduce  tho  number  to 
500,000,  as  the  present  enormous  mili¬ 
tary  force  is  a  terrible  drain  on  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  country.  There  are  two 
main  difficulties  in  the  disbanding  of 
soldiers.  One  is  duo  to  the  reluctance  of 
each  of  the  generals  to  sec  his  own 
army  reduced,  much  as  he  would  like  to 
see  his  rivals’  forces  disbanded.  The 
other  difficulty  is  to  find  employment 
for  the  dismissed  soldiers,  who  almost 
inevitably  drift  into  banditry  unless 
given,  land  or  absorbed  into  industry. 

Famine  is  now  raging"  in  certain  parts 
of  China,  duo  to  war,  draught,  locusts, 
and  other  causes.  Twelve  million  people 
arc  affected  and  the  suffering  is  beyond 
description.  This  is  one  reason  why  tho 
now'  government  is  reducing  its  expen¬ 
ditures  on  armies  and  seeking  new'  rev¬ 
enues  through  tariff  rearrangements.

Students  Discuss 
"War  and  Church” 


"Jesus’  Ideals  and  War”  was  tho 
general  topic  for  discussion  at  the  Sun¬ 
day  evening  meeting  of  the  College 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  at  tho 
Christian  Church,  January  27.  Short 
talks  were  given  by  Dorothy  Smith, 
Alice  Nelson,  Oleola  Dawson,  and  Roy 
Diekman.  These  wore  followed  by  an 
open  forum  discussion  by  those  present. 

It  was  brought  out  that  the  Christian 
churches  are  slowly  beginning  to  realize 
that  war,  whatever  human  elements  it 
may  have  had  in  tho  past,  is  today  sole¬ 
ly  a  materialistic  affair.  That  it  is  abj 
solutoly  tlio  antithesis  of  tho  teachings 
of  Jesus  and  that  therefore  tho  church 
hould  take  the  same  stand  on  war  as 
ov.  Harry  Emorson  Fosdick  took  whoa 
o  said,  “I  never  expect’  to  bless  an¬ 
ther  war.” 

One  of  tho  speakers  said,  "During 
ho  last  war  tho  church  expected  a  groat 
noral  awakening  after  tho  war,  buti 
oday  wo  know  that  instead  of  lifting  j 
morion  up  to  a  higher  moral  and  spir- 
tual  plane,  tho  last  war  paralyzod  tho  I 
noi'al  consciousness  of  tho  American 
eoplo  ns  nothing  olso  could  liavo  dono. 
Vftor  tho  war  wo  had  political  corrup- 
ion  such  as  was  novor  dreamed  of  bo- 
ore  and  wo1  had  a  national  avaricious- 
ess  that  will  not  bo  eradicated  from 
ho  national  consciousness  for  gonora- 
ions  to  come.  It  is  realized  now  that 
t  tho  bottom  of  tho  last  war  was  grood 
id  avarice.  Even  Woodrow  AVilson  him- 
If  admitted  this,  for  in  an  uddross  on 
optombor  5,  1919,  ho  said,  "Is  thoro 
ny  man  hero,  or  woman — lot  mo  say, 
thoro  any  child — who  dooa  not  know 
at  tho  sood  of  war  in  tho  mudorn 
orbl  is  industrial  and  commercial  ri- 
Iryi  .  .  .  This  was  an  industrial  and 
mmorciul  war.”? 

It  wns  further  emphasized  that  since 
epareduess  loads  to  wav,  tho  church 
ould  strosa  troaties  and  mutual  an- 
refunding  as  tho  means  of  preventing 
ar.  In  this  connection  it  was  pointed 
it  thut  no  loss  a  military  authority 
an  Mujor  Gonorul  F.  B.  Muurico  of 
e  British  General  Stuff  said,  "I  went 
to  tho  British  army  bolioving  that  if 
u  want  peace  you  must  proparo  for 
r,  I  believe  now  that  if  you  prepare 
r  war  you  will  get  war.” 

Tlie  group  commended  Senators  Nor¬ 
and  Borah  for  the  stand  they  have 


taken  against  tho  Cruiser  Bill,  nnd 
adopted  tho  following  resolutions:  "AVc, 
tho  mombers  of  the  Collego  Ohristinn 
Endeavor  Society  of  tho  Christian 
,  Church  at  Maryville,  Missouri,  being 
in  hearty  fnvor  of  tho  ratification  by 
tho  United  States  Senate  of  tlio  General 
I  Pact  for  tlio  Renunciation  of  AVnr,  look 
I  witli  grave  apprehension  upon  tlio  possi¬ 
bility  of  tlio  authorization  of  fifteen 
additional  cruisors  in  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  of  tho  Senate.  AVe  believe  that  the 
wliolcsomo  effect  of  tlio  General  Pact 
for  the  Renunciation  of  AA’ar  upon  the 
'  Bontimcnt  of  nations  and  peoples  will 
I  bo  largely  nullified  if  tlio  nation  which 
'first  proposed  the  General  Pact  expres¬ 
ses  lack  of  confidence  in  its  efficiency 
|  by  increasing  its  own  armament.  It 
seems  to  us  idlo  to  insist  that  tlio  naval 
program  has  been  conceived  without 
reference  to  tlio  program  of:  liny  other 
nation,  since  the  cruisers  to  the  author¬ 
ized  arc  clearly  in  the  class  of  vessels 
J  which  wore  tho  bone  of  contention  in 
tlio  ineffectual  Geneva  Naval  Limita¬ 
tion  Conference.  AVliatcvcr  may  bo  the 
merits  of  the  American  position  as  to 
tho  question  of  naval  disarmament,  it 
must  bo  clear  to  every  observer  that 
the  initiation  of  a  new  building  pro¬ 
gram  at  this  time  will  inevitably  im¬ 
peril  the  wliolcsomo  effect  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Pact  for  tlio  Renunciation  of  AA’ar 
and  will  give  other  nations  occasion  to 
question  America’s  sincerity.  AVo  there¬ 
fore  urge  our  two  United  States  Sena¬ 
tors  to  vote  against  tho  Cruiser  Bill.”
